' The air here la filled with rumors of 
mobilization. It is alleged that tl;n 
llrBt three divisions of the army, hav- 
ing' their centers at Sofia, Phllllpopo- 
lis and Sllvnac, have been called out. 
In official quarters, however, it is de* 
clared that the only atep actnallr de- 
cided upon Is the summoning to colors 
of the first three divisions, who retired 
from the army during the last three 
years. This will give a force of some 
10,000 men who will be chiefly employ, 
ed in strengthening tb« trooin along 
the frontier. 

It is expected that a week will suf- 
fice to enable the ministry to Jud^e of 
the extent to which its ilaal appeal to 
the powers Is likely to prove succesr- 
fol. Doubts are expreesed In diplo- 
aatlo circles whether the Bulgiurian 
note will bring any decisive results, 
:hut there Is every diaposition to recog- 
nise the sincerity of the ministry's at- 
titude and its complete justification 
for issuing such a document in view 
of the immense forces that Turkey is 
■gathering in threatening close prox- 
imity to the Bulgarian frontier. 

More fighting is reported from the 
vilayet of Monastir. A large body of 
troops sent to Pellster mountains to 
disperse the bands concealed there 
were attacked by the insurgents and 
■nffered heavy losses from hombi. 
The Turks also lost many men in a 
light near the monastery of Kamikia 
at Okrlda. It Is announce<l that a de- 
tachment of Turkish troops which 
went to the Greek monastery of Bare- 
•hani. near Monastir, to seek a son* 
iber ot rerolatioaariM supposed ta ba 
, lilding in the -building, finding none 
there, set flre to the monastery and 
killed the servants and the women. 
At Konskiglavi, near Losengrad. a 
body of Turkish infantry and cavalry, 
accompanied by a mountain battery, 
fought a three hours' engagement with 
a number of InsurRontB. The Turks 
bad 30 killed and many wounded.

At 2 o'clock there was an explo- 
sion tar the baseaant from some un- 
known cause and the flre immediately 
followed the elevator shaft' to the roof. 
The whole interior of the seven-story 
building was soon ablaze, but the 
prompt work ot the flr<> department 
prevented the spref d of the flames to 
adjotalag bnlldlBfi. The structure 
was one the oldest la Ita naighbor* 
hood. The Broadway national bank 
bad moved to MW qaartert smral 
weeks ago.

East St I.«u1b, 111., Sept. 10.— Dur- 
ing a heavy thunderstorm late Tues- 
day the heavy wind overturned two 
cages containing lions in a park whare 
the Baat St Louis faU carnlvai-is In 
progress. The cry waa raised that the 
Hons had escaped and a panic ensued. 
In tbe driving rain, men ran terror^ 
stricken and many women fainted. 
Many took refuge in a tent which soon 
after fell, adding to the uprodr. When 
the rain bad mMerated it waf fooBd 
that the lions were still imFrisMed in 
their cages overturned, and that bo 
persons had suffered serious injury In 
the panic. 

In St. Loula several buildings were 
struck by lightning during the storm. 

In the southern part ol the city the 
rainfall assumed the nature of a wa- 
terspout and water stood over two feet 
deep in the streets. Street car traHe 
was btoeked for «v«r •» hour.

ADDER TORPEDOED THE ORAYEN. 



The Test of the Submarine Craft ol 
the Navy Was a Success 
in Every Way. 



The Adder Plunged Beneath the Sur. 
face and Remained 45 Minutes, 
During Which Tlme-Oflleera 
and Men LunchsA* 

Newport R- I- Sept 16.— A pretty 
exhlbitloa of mimic warfare, Impon 
tant as illustrating the effectiveness ot 

the navy's submarine craft, was given 
Tuesday off Bren ton's Reef lightship 
when the submarine torpedo boat Ad- 
der succeeded in torpedoing the tar- 
pedo boat Craven. Bo stealthily did 
the Adder creep upon the Craven thai 
the wooden torpedo successfully fired 
and struik the Craven a smart blo'W 
below the water lino amidships before 
the crew on the floating warship could 
man the guns or tbe torpedo tubes. 

The sham flght Tuesday waa a con- 
tinuing ot the program which waa be- 
gun some days ago as a test of the 
.suliinarino t)oat and was a success in 
evi ry way as far as the type was con- 
cerned. 

The Craven left the torpedo station 
during the forenoon and running down 
the harbor cruised about Brenton's 
Reef lightship awaiting the attack. 
The Adder, instead of following Imme- 
diately wailed an hour in order to get 
the crew of the Craven off their guard. 
As soon as Fort Adams was cleared 
the snbnuuine-'boat plunged beneath 
the surface and remained for 45 min- 
utes, during which time olB.cers and 
men enjoyed lunch without Inconvenl- 
cn(e. On getting outside the liarbor 
the Adder was once more sent to tbe 
surface, but only her conning tower 
waa exposed. The Craven was sighted 
a short distance outside the lightship, 
riding unconcernedly on an easy swell. 

The Adder again pl\mgcd and when 
within 3(t0 yards of the Craven a 
wooden torpedo In shape and size of a 
regular projectile waa fired. The shot 
was a good one and the torpedo atruck 
the Craven amidsbip with considera- 
ble force, Bufllclent to perceptibly Jar 
the boat. The crew of the Craven was 
unable to reach the guns in time to 
flre a shot. The Adder then came to 
the surface and after one or two -more 
dives the two boats returned to the 
torpedo station. 

Other experimenta with the aubma- 
rine will be etmtiaued later In the 
week.

Acres of Vacant Laud. 



There la SufHclent Water Available 
Under the Storage System to lrri< 
gate About One-Sixteenth af 
That Amount 

Ogden, Utah, Sept 16.— Twenty-sis 
states and territories of the union are 
represented at the 11th national irri- 
gation congress, which began a four 
days' session in the Ogden tabernacle 
Tuesday, this being the largest num- 
ber ever represented since the begin- 
ning ot the movement for tbe reclam»> 
tion ot the arid west, showing how tho 
movement has taken on a national in- 
stead of a sectional scope, doI'^Rates 
wero present even from New York, 
P( Ivania and Vermont, while 
from the atates of the western plains 
and monntalna and representatives 
of the state and municipal government 
and commercial organzlatlons of all 
kinds came by flie hundred.^. Tho 
convi ntion in fact lia.« run away with 
the oflicers of the coTigres.s so great is 
the numbers of delegates already on 
the gronnd, and so msay more coming 
In on every train, that the seating ca- 
pacity of the tabernacle is totally in- 
adequate. An International asi)c>i t was 
lent to the proceedings by the pres- 
ence of two reports of foreign govern- 
ments, Mexico and France, while the 
government at Washington was repre- 
sented by Secretary ot Agriculture 

Wilson. 

Cov Well.';, of T'tah, in his .^pcr■ch 
of welcome, and i'rcsidi-nt \V. A. Clark, 
in his re8i)onse. tliat 'The time has 
coma to do things" was heartily cheer- 
ed. Important results, benellcent to 
the cause of the irrigation are confi- 
dently expected by both delegates and 
ofTicials from the present congress and 
the tirst resolution, intioduced by Sen.

It Is estimated that there remains 
in the arid and aemi-arid zones about 
600.000,000 acres of vacant pnblle landa 
and there is s\ifnci(>nt water available 
under the storage system to irrigate 
about one-sixteenth of it. Tin- area 
alreay occupied and irripatt-d is .six 
and one-half million acres If in tlie 
next 30 years the government ahould 
provide reservoirs suiBeient to reclaim 
20,000,000 acres at an expense of |10.- 
000.000 annually which is a very con- 
servativf estimate, as that amount 
will be ea-sily realized from the saie 
of land. The land reclaimed will pro- 
vide homes for at least twelve to fif- 
teen million of people which, with the 
immense property value necessarily 
created, will constitute a magnificent 
contrihiiiion to the wealth and glory 

of the nation.

Very hot weather prevailed during 

the week, with local Bhowers. In the 
extreme northern counties the rainfall 
waa sufficient to bffak the drouth, but 
over the greater part of tbe State tbe 
drouth ia becoming severe. 

Tobacco cutting progressed well and 
about half tbe crop is boosed, Tbe early 
tobacco is generally good, but the late 
fields have been injured by the drouth. 
Couaiderable baa been cut green, on ac- 
count of "firing'' from tbe drontb. Tbe 
early corn is nearly matured and cutting 
will be in progress during the ensuing 
week. Early eon ia generally good, but 
the late planting has suffered severely 
from drouth, except in tbe extreme 
northern countiea, where it is good. 

Plowing for wheat has progressed slow- 
ly on account of land being too dry to 
break. Faatoaaa tf drying np and in 
many plneea watar for atoek ia becoming 
scarce. Oardaaa Mra about dried np aad 
apples are dropping vary badly and will 
be a abort crop. 

Sorghum is generally reported to be in 
good condition and the forage pea crop 
ia fabrly goo d.
